2. The present application does not meet the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claims 1 -1 6 is not new. 

D1 discloses a supported catalyst system comprising a manganese compound satisfying 
formula (II) and a diethylaluminium chloride (DEAC)-treated MgCI2 support (examples and 
claims). 

As a consequence, the subject-matter of claims 1-16 seems not to be novel over D1 . 

Similarly, D2 to D6 disclose a supported catalyst system as claimed in the present 
application (see passages cited in the international search report). 
Hence seems the subject-matter of claims 1-16 not to be new over D2-D6. 

For the further examination, the Applicant is requested to file a translation of the Japanese 
patents corresponding to the abstracts D1-D6 in one of the official languages of the EPO. 
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3. When filing a new set of claims, which is novel and for which an inventive step can 
be demonstrated, the Applicant is invited to explain which features distinguish such new 
claims from the documents cited, which technical effect is caused by said distinguishing 
features and which objective problem is solved by this effect in an unexpected manner. 
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
